In the Paschal grove of beautiful pe­ 
can trees, some of them over IOO years 
old, fronting on the Medina rivf r at 
Castroville, the 156 direct descendants 
of Nicholas Tschirhart and Cathrina 
M eyer Tschirhart. who were with the 
first colonists that Castro brought over 
to this country from Aiaace-Loraine, in 
1843, gathered in the brut re-union of 
the Tschirhart family on 
Saturday, 
September 17. 
The Tschirhart family is remarkable, 
especially in point of of numbers, being 
probably the largest 
in the United 
States. At the re-un ion there were 
eleven children of Nicholas and Cath­ 
rina Tschirhart, with their % children 
and 49 grandchildren. 
The Tschirhart* 
had contemplated having'their entire 
relationship present at the reunion, but 
abandoned this idea as the grove of six 
acres would not have been large enough 
to have aceommoauied them. 
Next 
year a reunion of the entire relation­ 
ship may be given and when count is 
made it i» expected to run over 300, in 
which case it will probably establish a 
new record for large families. 
Eleven Children, All Living 
I 
Nicholas 
Tschirhart 
and Cathrina 
Meyer, among the first Castro colonists 
to settle at what is now the thriving 
little town of Castroville, Medina coun­ 
ty, twenty-five miles from San Antonio, 
were united in marriage soon after 
their arrival there. 
Tschirhart assist­ 
ed in planting the first flagstaff in the 
settlement and for many years after 
that took an active part in civilizing 
the country and defending the settle­ 
ment against attacks of Indians w ho! 
were abroad in large numbers. To Mr. 
and Mrs. Tschirhart eleven children 
were bom and all are living. 
Mr. 
Tschirhart fell victim to cholera when 
that disease was in epidemic form in 
1866. 
Mrs. Tschirhart followed her 
husband to the grave in 1890. 
The eleven children surviving Mr. I 
and Mrs. Tschirhart, with the excep­ 
tion of one, Emil Tschirhart, who re- | 
sides in San Antonio, live in Medina 
county, and are engaged in the ranch i 
business. Joseph, 
the oldest, 
is 64 
years of age, and Mrs. Katie lienken, 
the youngest, is 43 years old. The oth­ 
ers are: Sebastian, Edward, Leo, Hen­ 
ry, Nic., Louis, Mrs. Caroline Jagge, 
August and Emil. 
They have % chil­ 
dren, an average of nearly nine chil­ 
dren to a family. 
Leo Tschirhart’s 
family numbers 29. including sons-in- 
law and grandchildren. 
The elder Tschirhart in the early days I 
of Texas ran ox trams and later on us­ 
ed mules, carrying ,freight from P o rt1 
Lavaca and other ports into the interior 
o f Texas. 
He assisted in the early civ- j 
ilization of the state and was frequent­ 
ly up against real hardships on the 
trail and in fights with Indians. As the 
sons of Tschirhart became old enough 
they assisted their father in the freight- { 
iQg business and at the time of h isj 
death took charge of the business. 
Emil Tschirhart, who has made his 
home in San Antonio since 1888, at the J 
age of 14 years assisted his brothers in 
running a mule train from Ban Antonio 
ta El Paso and down into the state of 
Ghihaahua, Mexico. 
He made tripe to 
the far west in 1878 and 1879 and until 
the railroads came, which nncrssistrd 


his brothers to retire from the freight­ 
ing business.

His left hand held the barrel and was 
powder burned while his right was over 
the gun. 
The aho. entered just below 
the right ear and came out between 
the eyes, tearing away the brain and 
defacing him terribly, causing instan­ 
taneous death.
